ISSUED AT TAMPA 


Many Houses Unroofed and 
| Crops Laid Waste at Fort 
Pierce, Vero Beach and 
Stuart.

JACKSONVILLE, Fla., Aug. 8.— 
Heavy property damage has been 
done by the tropical storm now 
presumably howling across South 
Central Florida after having 
lashed east coast cities last night. 

First direct reports from Fort 
Pierce, Vero Beach and Stuart on 
the middle east coast estimated 
|property damage at $5,000,000, 
with many houses unroofed, crops 
laid waste and public utilities crip- 
pled. 

Edwin -A. Menninger of the 
' Stuart News, who drove 75 miles in 
an automobile to earry the first 
news to the outside world, said 
'that there were no deaths so far as 
| he could ascertain, and few, if any, 
injured. 

Meanwhile, a wide area west of 
the coast cities affected was iso- 
lated and nothing definite was 
‘known as to the progress of the 
i'storm. Gale warnings were out at 
Tampa and along the coast of the 
| Gulf of Mexico as far north as Ap- 
_alachicola. Winds of 40 to 50 miles 
velocity were predicted for.Tampa 
jand shipping held to the harbor. 

Fears for Citrus Crop. 

Grave fears were felt for the 
| Safety of citrus orchards in South 
| Central Florida, which apparently 
was in the direct path of the storm.

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CORONER RETURNS 
UPEN VERDICT IN 
LOVELAGE DEATH 


Policeman, First to View 
Body in Apartment at 


Hotel, Says He Thinks 
Shooting Was Accidental. 


An open verdict was returned by 
the Coroner today in the death c°: 
Thomas H. Lovelace, bond sales- 
man and former member of the 
Efficiency Board, whose body was: 
found Monday with a bullet hole 
through the heart in his apart- 
ment at the Fairmont Hotel, 4907 
Maryland avenue. 

The Coroner found the evidence 
insufficient to warrant a _ verdict 
of either accidental death or of 
suicide. Lovelace was 47 years 
old. 

The policeman who first arrived 
at the hotel testified that Love- 
lace’s body was not powder-burned 
and that he found a _ pearl-han- 
dled .38 caliber revolver with one 
bullet discharged, in an open bu- 
reau, lying under a handkerchief. 
He expressed the belief that Love- 
lace dropped the weapon in the 
drawer and that it went off acci- 


dentally. The body lay in the 
hallway leading to a dressing 
room. 


Says Lovelace Appeared Well. 

W. A. Clark, of the Melbourne 
Hotel, testified that he and Mre. 
Clark, with their young daugnter, 
had taken Mrs. Lovelace for an 
automobile ride the morning be- 
fore the tragedy. Clark said that 
Lovelace came down to the car 
before they departed and appeared 
to be his normal, jovial self. 

Mrs. Margaret Goodpaster, an 
employe of the Fairmont Hotel, 
said a maid had gone to Love- 
lace’s room at 11 a. m. to clean 
it, and that Lovelace had sent her 
away, Saying he wasn’t well and 
that he did not wish to be both- 
ered. At 11:30, she went to the 
room, she testified, and he told her 
she might have the room cleaned 
‘during the noon hour. 

Roosevelt Reid, Negro houseman, 
who found the body, said he went 
to the room at 1:25 p. m. with or- 
ders to clean it. He rapped at the 
decor and there was no answer. He 
said he assumed the room was 
empty and opened the door with 
his key. As he sttepped inside he 
saw Lovelace’s body and a pool of 
blood on the floor. 

Near the body was a sheet of 
ietter paper on which had _ been 
scrawled the word: ‘‘Accident.” 

Officer Fails to Testify. 

The officer of the Fidelity Bond 
& Mortgage Co., Lovelace’s em- 
ployers, who had said the bond 
salesman had lately worried over 
financial affairs, did not testify. 

Funeral services for Lovelace 
were held at 2:30 p. m. today 
in the undertaking chapel at 1005 
Union boulevard. Lovelace was a 
member of the Executive Produc- 
tions Committee of the Municipal 
Theater Association, and his pall- 
bearers were tre fellow directors 
of that body. They ircluded former 
Mayor Kiel, Otto E. Rugg, Nelson 
Cunliff, Fred W. Pape, Harry L. 
Salisbury, David E. Russell and 
Paul Beisman.

CHICAGO, IIL, Aug. 8.—Roy C. 
Toombs, president of the Interna- 
| tional Life Insurance Co., in which 
there are $3,500,000 of assets miss-

show of confidence, reiterating 
that “when the proper time comes” 
he will explain anything that needs 
explaining. He adds “there is 
nothing wrong’ and throws out 
vague insinuations that the whole 
matter is a conspiracy by persons 
seeking to wrest control of the 
company from him, 

Toombs is not appearing at the 
office of Toombs & Daily, dealer 
in investment seourities, and is not 
leaving his hotel, where he is in 
close association with Dr. E. F. 
Morgenstiern, a vice president of 
the company, and director of per- 
sonnel, who has been spending 
much time here since Toombs took 
Over control of the company, 

Toombs Not Impressive. 

There is nothing impressive 
about Toombs. He is a little man 
with a bucolic mop of bushy hair 
and with little force of sneech or 
manner. One wonders by what 
stroke he became president of a 
company with mofe than $300,- 
000,000 of insurance in force and 
Suspects that there is some strong- 
er personality steering him. It 
might easily be Morgenstiern, a 
Russian who once was physician 
to the czar and is the author of 
a work on criminology. Toombs 
obviously defers to Morgenstiern. 

Toombs’ investment company ap- 
parently is prospering, It has just 
moved into new offices in its own 
building at 209 North La Salle 
street, constructed on a site of 
great value, for it is,in a develop- 
ing section adjacent to Wacker 
drive. The Toombs & Daily Co. oc- 
cupies the entire second floor and 
part of the first in a building about 
200 by 150 feet.

terrupted the organization of “The 
Toombs Trust Co.” Toombs was 


| to have completed the incorpora- 
| tion of the company this week and

| Toombs Plainly Worried.

he is and though he makes a show

| at courage, it is feeble and uncon- 
| vincing. One of his associates 


said that Toombs had slept poorly 
since the International trouble. He 
looks as if he needed rest. He 
feels that he has been treated 
shamefully. He thinks that the 
insurance commissioners who un- 
covered the alleged shortage in 
the affairs of the company should 
have consulted him before making 
public the facts of the Interna- 
tional finances. However, he may 
protest that he will explain any- 
thing that needs explaining “when 
the proper time comes,” there is

Toombs is a man of exemplary 


' personal habits. He does not even 
.smoke and there is no flash about 


him. He is rather proud of the 
fact that, at 40, he has risen from 
a Kansas country boy to a position 
of some consequence in finance. 
It is true that his company was 
not a factor among Chicago in- 
vestment security houses and it 
has acquired consequence only 
since Toombs became. associated 
with International Life.

Men Who Gave Up Flight 
to New York When Over 
Mid- Atlantic Tell of 


Rescue. 


OPORTO, Portugal, Aug. 8.— 
The story of how, when victory 
seemed within their grasp, failure 
of the oil feed line forced them to 
turn back after flying 1800 miles 
from Paris toward New York was 
told today by the Polish airmen, 
Majors Lonis Idzikowski and Kas- 
imir Kubala. 

The flyers had reached a point 
800 miles from the Azores last FPri- 
day night they said, when they 
struck a favorable west wind and 
decided not to pass over the island 
but to head direct to the United 
States. 

The aviators continued: 

“The night was clear with great 
clouds. We kept to a height of 
about 700 feet. We had alreddy 
done about 1800 miles when sud- 
denly we noticed the needle of the 
oil gauge was dropping. At first 
we thought it was temporary trou- 
ble. But the engine began giting 
off puffs of intensely hot air. We 
realized that the engine was not 
getting a proper supply of oil. 

No Chance to Make Repairs. 

“Repairs were out of question 
while flying, but we hoped, never- 
theless, by nursing the engine to 
continue the crossing which was 
then half completed. — 

“The weather was magnificent 
but the engine was running more 
feebly and irregularly. We hesi- 
tated a few moments between 
making for Newfoundland or 
turning toward the Azores, but 
finally we deemed it preferable to 
return to the point of departure 
though it broke our hearts to aban- 
don the goal when weather con- 
ditions were so ideal. 

“The oil-starved engine made 
the return trip difficult. We man- 
aged to nurse it along for about 
a thousand miles, but it was evi- 
dent that we could not hope to go 
any farther. We saw our danger. 
We would be obliged to take to 
the sea with a machine upnfitted

Man Interested in Reorgan- 


izing International Does 


Not 


Turned Over Securities. 


-Believe Toombs 


A man conversant with affairs 
of the International Life Insurance 
Co. and one of those actively in- 
terested in reorganization told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter today the 
$3,500,000 of bonds reported to 
have been taken to Chicago by 
Roy C. Toombs, president of the 
company. and which have been 
charged by State examiners as a 


shortage against the company, 
never were in possession of the 
company. 


He said it most likely will be 
found that Toombs, from the time 
he took possession of the com- 
pany, in September, 1927, to De- 
cember 31 of that year, withdrew 
$2,900,000 in cash, and that Dec. 
31, 1927, he turned over to the 
company a list of securities in this 
amount, which were entered on 
the company’s books as bonds in 
its possession. 

List Arouses Suspicions, 


These securities, or list of securi- 
ties, entered on the books as hav- 
ing ‘been conveyed to the company 
on the last day of the year, aroused 
the suspicion of State examiners 
in states where the compnay did 
business. They conferred and con- 
cluded that the large conveyance 
was made for the purposes of a 
financial! statement, and descended 
on the company in March. 

A check of the company’s as- 
sets including everything in the 
strong boxes, disclosed a shortage 
of securities equaling the cash 
withdrawals of Toombs, and he 
was absent from the city. 

The examiners confronted him in 
Chicago and demanded an account- 
ing, they having been informed 
that the bonds had been sent to 
Toombs in Chicago. He affirmed 
this statement, but refused to re- 
turn the securities, nor would he 
give them an account of their dis- 
position. 

Doubt on Contents of Parcel. 

From this refusal they concluded 
the securities never had been in 
possession of the company, if they 
existed ag all. A clerk employed 
by the company had made af- 
fidavit that he took a! package to 
Toombs in Chicago which he had 
been informed contained securities, 
but later questioning of this clerk 
confirmed doubts of the examiners 
that the securities listed had been 
in possession of the company. 
Officers of the company appear 
to be mystified by the transactions 
of TooOmbs and make no secret of 
their inability to explain just what 
did happen. This much _ they 
know—the company is short 
900,000 in securities, and Toombs 
‘remains in Chicago, with only the 
perfunctory statement that he will 
return in due time and adjust mat- 
ters, to comfort nervous’ stock- 
holders and policyholders. 
Among the many loans sought 
by Toombs after he got control of 
the company was one from Jacob 
L. Babler, a former owner of the 
International. Babler holds 3800 
shares of International stock as 
security for a $130,000 balance on 
a loan he made to Toombs. Bab- 
ler is confident the stockholders 
and policyholders will be secured 
in whatever adjustment of the 
company’s affairs ds made by the 
group now seeking to effect some 
kind of reorganization.

11,000 BRITISH VETERANS 
_ PAY TRIBUTE TO YPRES DEAD 


Prince of Wales and World War Commanders 
Attend Services at Memorial Gate— 
Vast Throng Sings Hymns. 


By the Associated Press. 

YPRES, Belgium, Aug. 3.—Elev- 
en thousand British veterans of 
the World War, including °0v0 
women who served in various ca- 
pacities during the struggle, gath- 
€red about Menin gate today for 
a ceremony in commemoration of 
their comrades who fell in the 
Ypres salient. 

Among them stood the Prince of 
Wales; Lady Haig, the widow of 
Britain’s victorious commander: 
Admiral Lord Jellicoe, president of 
the British Legion, who headed 
Britain’s naval forces in the war, 
and other commanders who bore a 
Share in the battle of Ypres. 

It was estimated that nearly 
20,000 men, women and children 
joined in singing the opening 
hymn, “O Valiant Hearts.’ 

The service in which this con 
gregation participated was simele 
and impressive. 

It is probable that it was heard 
by hundreds of thonsands of other 
listeners aS arrangements were 
made to broadcast it far and wide. 
The Archbishop of York delivered 
the chief address. Before he be- 
gan, a two minutes’ silence -yas ob- 
served during which women sobbed 
aloud. 

Wreath Placed on Gate. 

After the address the spectators 
sang many familiar hymns, and 
the Legion’s wreath was piaced up- 
on the memorial gate. 

To the pealing of the bells of 
Ypres churches came a long pro- 
cession of ex-service m2n past the 
gate and the ceremonies’ were 
closd. 

The Prince of Wales, who had 
refused the hospitality of French 
and Belgium governments co trat 
he might join the men in their bil- 
lets, was one of the central figures 
in the ceremonies. Accompanied 
by Gen. Weygand and others, he 
took the salute of the veterans in 
their final march. Many of those 
who passed before him limped on 
artificial limbs, some had crutches.

When the thousands had

tramped by, the pilgrimage unlts 
returned to their various resting 
places preparatory to visiting ithe 
familiar scenes around the old bat- 
tlefields where 55,000 of their 
comrades, whose graves are uni- 
dentified, died in the great strug- 
gle. 


Tribute to French Dead. 

There was a service yesterday 
on the highest point of Vimy 
Ridge where the lighthouse mor- 
tuary and the still uncompleted 
memorial church stand above the 
French dead who lie in 34,000 
graves about the hillside. A light 
always is burning at the top of the 
tower beneath which repose the 
remains of a vst number of uni- 
dentified French soldiers. 

There in the presence of Gen- 
erals Weygand, Gouraud and Pe- 
tain, Col. John Brown, represent- 
ing the British Legion, placde a 
memorial wreath while the na- 
tional anthems were played. The 
wreath was inscribed, “To the un- 
dying memory of France’s vic- 
torious dead from their comrades 
of the British Legion. We shall 
never forget the friendship forged 
in fire.”’ 

Speech of Wales. 

At the conclusion, the whole 
party marched in procession, head- 
ed by bands, to Vimy where all 
were entertained at luncheon. 

During the reception accorded 
him in Lille, the Prince of Wales 
thanked the town for its cordial 
welcome and expressed his pride 
at having taken part in a pilgrim- 
age to places he knew so well. 
He said he hoped to see the bonds 
uniting the French and British 
army knit still closer and conclud- 
ed with, “Gentlemen, I thank you 
from the bottom of my heart.” 

The next ceremony was the lay- 
ing by the Prince at the monu- 
ment to the dead a wreath of 
lilies and carnations’ inscribed, 
“For the glory of those who are 
commemorated by this monument 
this wreath is placed by his royal 
highness, the Prince of Wales, as 
a tribute by the British Legion.”

Asked to explain, Dr. Straton 
said he felt the South was in an 
embarrassing position because of 
the manner in which Gov. Smith 
had “‘twisted’’ the dry plank in the 
Democratic platform. 

Among the statements concern- 
ing the Governor published as hav- 
ing heen made by Dr. Straton were 
these: 


“Despite the fact of a genial and 
lovable disposition and a consid- 
erable degree of economic success 
in his administration as a State 
executive, the record itself shows 
that he had been consistently, un- 
wavering and enthusiastically 
against righteous reform.” 

That Gov. Smith, “whether wit- 
tingly or unwittingly” is “the best 
friend of the forces of reaction. Im- 
morality, vice and crime, in the 
land today.” 

Facts Cannot Be Changed. 

“While Mr. White, in the char- 
ity of a noble heart, withdrew the 
charge that the Governor in his 
legislative and executive career 
had given protection, aid and 
comfort to the forces of gambling. 
prostitution and drunkenness, the 
facts of the record cannot be 
changed. 

“However clean personally the 
Democratic candidate may be, and 
however innocent he may have 
been of uny deliberate intention to 
give aid and comfort to the forces 
of vice, lawlessness and drunken- 
ness, nevertheless because he is the 
type of politician he happens to be, 
and because his sympathies and 
the judgments of his mind and 
heart are with the liquor crowd 
and the hangers-on of the liquor 
crowd, the forces of prostitution 


and gambling have, for the sake 
of truth, to be inclyded with them. 


Therefore it must be said that as 
a public man he is the deadliest 
foe in America today of the forces 
of moral progress and true po- 
litical wisdom.”

FRENCH LAW MAY PREVENT 
EXTRADITION OF BLACKMER 


U. S. Hopes to Convince Ministry 
of Justice Perjury on Income Tax 
Is More Than Misdeameanor Here.

PARIS, Aug. 8 —Harry M. 
Blackmer, indicted in Denver for 
making false income tax returns in 


1920 and 1921, has at least an even 
chance of not being extradited. The 
Ministry of Justice, to which the 
case was referred by the Foreign 
Office after the United States re- 
quested Blackmer’s surrender, has 
asked the United States Embassy 
for more information regarding the 
false returns. 

As anticipated, the extradition 
depends on the definition of per- 
jury. The United States charges 
that Blackmer’s perjury in t he 
matter of income tax returns cost 
the Government $6,000,000. 

Such a false return under oath 
in France is only a misdemeanor 
and not extraditable. Also, as a 
misdemeanor, the statute of limi- 
tations runs against a false oath 
seven years old. Perpury in, France 
consists only of false testimony in 
court at a trial. 

In its request for more informa- 
tion, the Ministry of Justice has 
intimated that it will be difficult 
to grant the American request for 
Blackmer’s extradition. American 
officials, however, expect to pre- 
sent the argument that punishment 
for swearing falsely to a tax re- 
turn in the United States is suffi- 
cient to bring Blackmer’s offense 
within the French definition of an 
extraditable crime. A definite an-

President Likely to Apply It 
Unsparingly on Appropri- 


ation Bills He Considers 
Superfluous.

SUPERIOR, Wis., 
President Coolidge 


Aug. 8. 
is determined 
to fight for economy more strenu- 
ously than ever at the coming ses- 
sion of Congress, exercising his 
veto prerogative unsparingly on all 
appropriation bills which shall ap- 
pear to him superfluous. 

Mr. Coolidge is mindful of the 
appropriations which have _ al- 
ready been made by Congress for 
the current fiscal year. He also 
is convinced that the tax cut 
passed at the tast session will not 
result, as“was the case with previ- 
ous reductions, in larger Govern- 
ment revenues. The result of 
these two factors was shown to 
him by Brigadier-General H. M. 
Lord, director of the. budget, to 
point to a possible deficit of about 
$100,000,000. 

For this reason President Cool- 
idge will hold down further ex- 
penditurse to a minimum. He 
thinks, however, that business con- 
ditions in the country are good 
and that since taxation is now ap- 
portioned in a manner to respond 
directly to the general prosperity 
of the nation, Treasury receipts 
will be sufficient to wipe out any 
possible deficit. ; 

Expects to Depart Sept. 11. 

Indications that President Cool- 
idge would not leave his summer 
residence until at least the second 
week in September were seen in 
arrangments now being tentative- 
ly made to keep the summer ex- 
ecutive offices in operation until 
after the date scheduled for the 
opening of the high school in 
which they are located.

CHICAGO, Aug. 8.—George E. 
Brennan, Democratic National 
Committeeman and boss of his 
party in Illinois since the death of 
Roger Sullivan, died today. 

Death came at 8:10 o'clock this 
morning, following a coma of sev- 
eral hours during which his sturdy 
constitution alone had warded off 


the end which had seemed inevit- 
able since yesterday. He was 63 
years old. 

Mr. Brennan fell tll more than 
a week ago with a tooth infection. 
Septic poisoning developed after an 
operation for the removal of two 
teeth. His physicians, however, 
gave him an even chance to re- 
cover until Monday night, when 
his kidneys ceased to function. The 
immediate cause of death was giv- 
en as diabetic coma. 

Mr. Brennan was one of the 
staunchest supporters of Gov. 
Smith for the presideney, both in 
1924 and again this year. It was 
his suggestion that Franklin D. 
Roosevelt, a Mason and an enemy 
of Tammany Hall, be selected to 
nominate Smith at Houston, Sev- 
eral weeks ago he visited Gov. 
Smith in New York. 

For several years Mr. Brennan 
had been suffering from diabetes,

ment.

ag Secretary Kellogg has any considered 

reason for failing to invite Russia to 
sign the multilateral treaty, we do not know 
what itis. The Russian government wishes 
to sign the treaty. M. Tchitcherin, the Rus- 
sian Foreign Minister. has said so. The 
treaty is a solemn promise not to resort to 
war aS an instrument of. national! policy. 
The Russians desire to make that prc mise. 
Is there any sense in saying to them: “No, 
you Bolsheviks, you can’t make any prum- 
ises not to go to war. *° * * We don't 
want vou to go to war. of course. * * * But 
we don't want you to sign our pledge not to 
go to war. * * * This pledge which we are 
all taking is. reserved exclusively for gov- 
ernments who move inthe best diplomatic 
society.”

We should lke to hear someone, prefer- 
ably Mr. Kellogg, explain why Russia is not 
invited to sign the treaty. Would he say 
that Soviet Russia is officially considered to 
be incapable of keeping a promise if it 
makes one?’ That theory has often been 
propounded at the State Department. Ii 
would be a very silly reason for not invit- 
ing Russia to sign the treaty. For pretty 
nearly everybody elise is going to be invited, 
and we feel sure that Mr. Kellogg isn’t ab- 
solutely sure in his own mind that every 
government in the world, bar only Russia. 
is certain to keep the promise it makes. 
This whole treaty is, after all, a gamble that 
“good faith will work, and that a government 
which doesn’t act in good faith wil] arouse 
the conscience of the world against it. Now, 
Soviet Russia may Rave an untrustworthy 
government; it may be as bad a govern- 
ment as the State Department in its most 
hysterical moments has imagined it to be. 
Still, it is nonsense not to take the Rus- 
sians in and sign them up. If they disap- 
point their enemies and keep their word, it 
will certainly be a good thing. If they 
break their word, we shall have a k:nd of 
proof which is now lacking that they are 
really as impossible as they are supposed 
to be. 

We take it. of course, that the failure 
to invite Russia to sign does not mean that 
the United States and the European pewers 
are unwilling to pledge themselves not to 
attack Russia. M. Tchitcherin, of course. 
pretends to think that and he has a talk- 
ing point. He can say to the Russians: 
“Here is a treaty under which all nutions 
promise not to attack each other. We are 
not allowed to sign. Now it is foolish to 
suppose that we are not allowed to sign be- 
cause the powers don’t want us to promise 
not to attack them. Therefore, their real 
reason must be that they don’t want to 
promise not to atack us.”

Now we haven't the least notion that Mr 
Kellogg intends to attack Russia er that 
he is willing to have anyone else attack 
Russia. His real reason for omitting Rus- 
sia is, we feel sure, that to do so would 
constitute diplomatic recognition. and offi- 
cially we are committed to the propesition 
that the Russian government does not 
exist. ;

Chillicothe, Mo., Speaker at Re- 
tailers’ Session Declares 
Them a Benefit. 


Merchants representing 41 states 
met today at the educational wes- 
sions of the American Retailers’ 
convention at Hotel Statler and 
eonsidered ways and means of 
serving their communities to bet- 
fer advantage and of increasing 
their own sales efficiency to meet 
growing competition. The specter 
of chain-store competition was 
yiewed in two lights—as a feared 
destroyer of the independent mer- 
chant and as an actual ald to his 


business. 

“The chain store is the pet 
scarecrow of the small merchant 
today,” said Alex C. Smith of Chil- 
icothe, Mo. “But, fortunately, 
there are retailers of vision who 
have viewed the chain store bogy 
and not taken fright. Only to the 
merchant who has failed to follow 
the trend of modern merchandis- 
ing is the scarecrow frightening.” 

Additional shoppers are brought 
to towns entered by chain stores, 
Smith explained, and are offered 
opportunities for comparative shop- 
ping which often prove advan- 
tareous to the small merchant 
“Greatly extended trading radii 
follow the opening of a chain or- 
ganization. The chain personnel 
spends additional money in the 
town. Combined advertising of the 
chain stores and local merchants 
draws trade from a larger area 
and the retailer is bound to bene- 
ag 

Urges Ad Co-Operation. 

Co-operation in community ad- 
vertising and improved methods of 
display were advocated by Smith. 


To meet chain store competition | 
merchants were) 


suctessfilly the 
advised by W. Earl Auman of the 
Weil Clothing Co.. St. Louis, to 
“ret eurious’’—-curious about 
stocks, prices, service, customers, 
salespeople, and trade territory. 
“We must find out the facts,”” he 
said, “and huv what our custom- 
ers want at the time they want it 
at the richt price in the right 
quantities.” 

‘Departmentizing”’ a store, both 
as to costs and profits, maintain- 
ing complete stocks, knowing the 
individual customer, and making 
displays interesting were some of 
the constructive results of the 
right sort of curiosity, Auman 
said, 

The importance of co- operat! yet 
between wholesaler and retailer in 
modern merchandising was enpha- 
sized by Alvin E. Dodd of New 
York. director-general. of the 
Wholesale Drygoods Instituta 
Dodd described the work of the 
institute in furthering this co-op- 
eration by assembling data rela- 
tive to improved methods of buy- 
ing and selling profitably. 

For Better Distribution, 

Distribution was characterized 
by Dodd as being too frequently a 
“scramble” rather than a profes- 
sional activity. 

“Merchandising will assume the 
status of a profession,” he _ said, 
“only when distributors unite in 
meeting the needs of the consum- 
ing public in an orderly and intel- 
ligent fashion. 

“Merchandising should be active 
and swift. It should never be for- 
gotten that the consumer is king. 
Retailers and wholesalers must 
recognize the necessity of reflect- 
ing consumers’ preferences sensi- 
tively and promptly. 

“The movement of merchandise 
must be accelerated. For you: re- 
tailers it is an individual probi>m. 
When you have solved it you can 
Say to any distributor, any sec.ion 
of industry. ‘I am ready. I can do 
my part of the job aid do it well.’ ”

NEW, YORK, Aug. 8. 

HEN a sudden quiet comes to 
Chinatown, the police become 
taut with expectancy. Plain- 
clothes men are hurried to every 
pivotal point in the crooked nar- 
row streets running off the hip of 
Chatham Square. Patrolmen walk 
in pairs. 

It is the calm before the storm 
—an interlude preceding the bark 
of sawed-off shotguns in another 
tong war. In the subterranean 
catacombs shuffling figures are 
hatching a reprisal that may run 
Chinatown’'s streets red with blood. 

The first symptom is when the 
Chinese children are kept in from 
sidewalk games. Slowly life seems 
to evaporate. Tables are no longer 
set on the restaurant balconies. 
Chinese with impassive faces lurk 
with indifference in hallways. 

But their hands are in their 
loose sleeves—clutching knives. 
Old men squat in the dark interior 
of their shops, apparently drows- 
ing, but in reality wafting. From 
a mysterious source the word has 
gone out, and any second the 
hatchets may fly. 

At a thousand different vantage 
points eyes are glued tc peepholes. 
The melee begins like the quick 
blare of a rocket. And in an in- 
stant the streets are swarming. A 
tong battle rarely lasts over five or 
10 minutes, but the carnage is 
often frightful. 

Before the ambulances have 
moved the dead and wounded, 
Chinatown is again showing the 
world its usual sleepy decorum. 
Everybody shuffles about his ac- 
customed business. Children return 
to pavement play and the streets 
fill with leisurely strollers. 

The police face the inscrutibil- 
ity that is so characteristically 
Chinese. Nobody knows anything. 
Oblique eyes seem filmed by indif- 
ference. There are many arrests, 
but that is all. And the police 
merely await another outbreak.
